Prosecution Not Yet Ready to 
‘Show Hand and Attorneys 
Engage in Debate. 


Efforts to secure the release on bail of 
‘pr. Haldane Cleminson, accused by the police 
‘ef the murder of his wife, met with failure 
‘yesterday, and, following a hearing before 
Judge Bruggemeyer in the Sheffield Avenue 
‘Municipal court, the Rogers Park physician 
was sent back to his cell in the county jail 
' “There is enough that is unusual about the 
geath of this woman to Warrant a contin- 
yance of the case without bail, but I will 
giate now that unless the coroner is ready 
ith his findings by June 19 I shall take the 
‘case in my own hands and make some dis- 
position of the defendant,” said Judge 
Bruggemeyer after listening to arguments 
and the examiination of three witnesses. 

The case was continued until June 19, 
ghen it will be called before Judge Brugge- 
‘meyer at 9 o'clock in the Chicago Avenue 
court. 

Attorneys in Encounters, 

The contest between attorneys over the 
matter of bail for the accused physician was 
acrimonious, and representatives of the state 
and the defense accused each other of un- 
fairness. There was not even complete 
iggreement of opinion between Edward J. 
Green and S. P. Douthardt, the attorneys for 
the physician. Both sought to address the 
court at the same time during the progress of 
the hearing, and each attempted to remedy 
conditions by requesting the other to keep 
ulet. 
Word that the Cleminson case was to come 
up for hearing caused the courtroom to be 
filled early in the afternoon. Cleminson was 
brought over from the county jail and sat 
peside a bailiff near the witness stand. His 
mother left a seat in the rear of the court- 
room and took a seat at his side, putting 
her arm around him. 
The accused doctor was neatly dressed in 
a brown suit and overcoat, wore low shoes, 
well polished; an artistic collar, and a black 

tle. When his case was called he stood in 
front of the court’s desk, siowly stroking his 
silky beard. After the hearing had pro- 
gressed for an hour he sat in a chair, eyed 
the judge and the witnesses, and displayed 
about the same interest in the case as would 
be expected from the average spectator. 


Girl’s Presence Investigated. 
When the hearing was abeut half over a 
girl entered the court quietly from the rear, 
walked forward far enough to get a good view 
of the prisoner, and then watched the 
progress of the case. When adjournment be- 
came imminent she hurriedly left the room 
and went to the elevated station at Diversey 
boulevard. Capt. Kane determined to in- 
vestigate the woman's identity in the hope 
of securing another affinity of the accused 
physician. Cleminson looked at the girl 
once, but if he recognized her failed to be- 
tray acquaintance, and refused at the close 
of the hearing to say whether or not he knew 
her. 
Clifford Roe, representing the state, asked 
Zor a continuance of the case to June 19, one 
day after the coroner’s inquest. Attorney 
Green opposed the motion and asked for dis- 
charge of the case, 
“They can't hope to hold this man any 
longer, your honor,’’ argued Attorney Green. 
‘‘They already have punished him enough, 
Here he has been picked up’and thrown ina 
ris | Rene though they have ..no_ evidence 
against him. I have been trying to find out 
why they hold him. They say they have not 
been given time for the analysis for poison. 
Why, they have had two weeks to do that, 
and I’ve known when it was done in two 
days.”’ 
Prosecution Conceals Hand. 

“You don’t know the cause of her death?” 
the court asked Attorney Roe. 

‘*‘No, we do not yet,”’ was the reply, * but 
we do know enough about the case to war- 
rant holding this man. But we do not atthe 
same time want to show our hand.”’ 

“* The only thing they have is the statement 
that this man lied,’’ exclaimed Attorney 
Green. ‘“‘ Does that prove how the woman 
died ?”” . 

Detective Woods and Sergeant O’Brien of 
the Rogers Park police force were placed on 
the stand and testified as to the condition of 
the Cleminson residence the morning they 
arrived following the mysterious death of 
Mrs. Cleminson. O'Brien added new testi- 
mony when he stated the dust on the window 
sill where Cleminson declared burglars had 
entered had not beerr disturbed. 

Dr. G. W. Reinhardt, coroner’s physician, 
testified he had performed an autopsy on the 
body of Mrs. Cleminson. 

“T found there had been congestion of all 
the vital organs without the presence of 
organic change or disease,’’ he said. Later, he 
testified that such condition could be pro- 
duced only through the administration of 
poison or by a constricture of the neck. 


Taken Back to Cell No. 512. 

Dr Cleminson was taken back _to the 
county jail shortly after 6 o’cloc He was 
locked in cell 512, which he occupied pre- 
vious to his court hearing. No one went to 
the jail in the evening to see him, and he 
spent most of his time in smoking cigars and 
reading magazines. He seemed relieved to 
get back to the county jail again, as he intl- 
mated to Jailer Davies that he fared better 
there than at the Sheffield avenue station.

MAKES WAY FOR BUSINESS. 


First Named Buffalo Street, Where 
City Leaders Were Born, 


Today will.see the last vestige of old Fourth 
avenue disappear in the demolition of a row 
of tumbledown shacks on the west side of 
the thoroughfare. It has been called “ the 
wickedest block in the world ”’ by no less en 
authority than William T. Stead, the English 
editor. 
Workmen during the last two weeks have 
been razing the twenty-five or thirty frame 
buildings, and a mammoth printing estab- 
lishment is to occupy the site. Two old struc- 
tures at 146 and 148 remain, because the 
owners would not sell at the price offered by 
Mrs. John Jay Borland. Her offer for the 
property was $1,000 a foot, at which figure 
she purchased about 500 feet between Har- 
rison and Polk streets. 
Officially the street has not been called 
Fourth avenue in twenty years. It was 
changed to Custom House court and recently 
to Federal court, by which it will be known in 
the new city directory. 

First Called Buffalo Street. 
Originally it was called Buffalo street, but 
the name was changed to Fourth avenue 
after the close of the civil war, and that un- 
savory name still clings to it despite the two 
changes in nomenclature it has undergone. 
During the winter of 1893, when Editor 
Stead was procuring material for his book 
‘If Christ Came to Chicago,’’ he said in a 
newspaper interview that ‘“‘ Fourth avenue, 
hetween Harrison and Polk streets, was with- 
out doubt the wickedest block in the world.” 
Murders and suicides were of frequent oc- 
currence in those days, and robberies in the 
panel houses that flourished on the “ Ave- 
nue ’’ were reported hourly to the police. 
There were at one time twenty-six saloons 
on the west side of the *“‘ Avenue” in the 
block given over to vice. 
No other spot in the world, not even the 
Bowery in New York, could approach Fourth 
avenue for the number of drinking resorts 
in one block. 
Old Fourth avenue was not always the 
thoroughfare of vice and crime. In ante- 
bellum deys, when it was called Buffalo 
street, it was peopled by sume of the best 
families of that period. 

Invaded After Great Fire. 
After the great fire that swept Chicago 
nearly forty years ago, Buffalo street was 
invaded by resort keepers, who drove the 
decent element away.’ With the coming of 
this class to the street the name was changed 
to Fourth avenue, and there is not a corner of 
the earth where Fourth avenue has not béen 
heard of. 

One of the famous places on the street was 
the saloon of Tom Curley, which for years 
was headquarters for prize fighters. It was 
here that John L. Sullivan spent most of his 
time when he visited the city, and many the 
drinking bout he indulged in at Curley's. It 
is tradftional that the mighty Sullivan laid a 
$1,000 bill down on the bar one night after 
winning a fistic battle and treated every- 
body until the money was gone.

“The city is just waking up to the beauty 
and value of ite water front, the like of which 
does not exist anywhere else in the world,” 
said Ald, Dunn. “ London hag the Thames 
and Paris the Seine, but these are only rivers. 
New York's water front is monopolized by 
shipping. The water front of Naples has 
been called divinely beautiful, but In extent 
it cannot compare with Chicago's. 
“The lake shore belongs to the people 
by right, but it will take quick work to have 
it for ite rightful owners. Great beaches 
and recreation piers should be created, but it 
will be necessary to condemn the land aiong 
the lake shore in order to gain a footing. 
But $1,000,000 for this purpose would bé bet- 
ter epent than for small parks, great as have 
been the benefits these breathing spots have 
conferred. We have gone far enough for @ 
while, I believe, in the establishment of small 
parks. It is time to turn appropriations to- 
ward the lake front. 
* A bond issue of $1,000,000 for beacnes and 
piers would be approved by the people over- 
whelmingly.”’

I came here I stood alone, and now there are

The gavel of the presiding officer kept time 
with applause in the galleries. Order was 
restored and Mr. La Follette continued:

La Follette Quotes British Figures. 

Mr. La Follette resumed the floor at the 
Might session, taking up the compensatory 
duty of the woolen schedule. He read from 
a comment on the American woolen industry 
by the British tariff commission in 1905 to 
the effect that conditions in the United 
States had improved to such an extent that 
it was doubtful if Great Britain could com- 
pete with the American manufacturers of 
men’s goods even if the low rates of duty 
were restored. 

The report declared that the American 
Woolen company controls 60 per cent of the 
woolen industry of the United States. Mr. 
La Foilette read from a decision of the treas- 
ury department which, he said, emphasized 
the extravagance of the compensatory duty.

LAZARUS SILVERMAN I$ DBAD 


Aged Financier Was Friend of 
Field and Other Leading Men. 


AIDED GROWTH OF CHICAGO. 


International Reputation as Banking 
Expert; Large Realty Owner, 


Lazarus Silverman, who occupied a prom- 
inent position in the growth of Chicago and 
in the banking history of the country at 
large, died yesterday at his home at 2213 
Calumet avenue. He was 79 years old. His 
counsel was sought and friendship prized by 
such men as Philip D. Armour, Potter Pal- 
mer, Marshall Field, Otto Young, and George 
M. Pullman. The intimate friendship of 
these men with Mr. Silverman was continued 
to the death of each, and he is the last of the 
six associates to pass away. For more than 
fifty-six years he had lived in Chicago. 

Predicted Iron Trade’s Growth. 

With Mr. Field, Charlemagne Tower, and 
others he was one of the original investors 
in the Mesaba iron range country and was 
an organizer and director of the Duluth and 
Iron Range railroad company. Twenty-five 
years ago he predicted for that section first 
place as the world’s source of supply for 
iron ore, and events have justified his pre- 
diction. 

Mr. Silverman was one of the organizers 
of the earliest Chicago traction properties 


operations. His international reputation as 
a financier and banking expert was estab- 
lished by the adoption of his plan for the re- 
sumption of specie payments by the United 
States. 

Fed Homeless After the Fire. 

During the civil war he advanced large 
sums of money to equip regiments of union 
soldiers, assistance of vital importance at 
that time. After the fire of ’'71 Mr. Silver- 
man not only opened his own house to ref- 
ugees but erected large shelters and fed 
hundreds of the homeless. 

Mr. Silverman was born in Oberschwarzag, 
Bavaria, in 1830, and came to America at 
19, fresh from school. He was married to 
Miss Hannah Sachs of Louisville, Ky., in 
1859. She died six years ago. He left one 
daughter, Shalah, wife of Edwin Romberg. 
Two sisters, Mrs. L. W. Reiss and Mrs. 
Mariana Goldschmidt, also survive.

Must Wait Court Decision. 

In the second place, they realize that every 
person having a large enough income to make 
it worth while would fight the new tax and 
that no money to amount to anything could 
be collected until the new law has been ap- 
proved by the Supreme court, as all the lower 
courts would be bound by the preyious opin- 
ion which, whether it is good or bed law, is 
the law until it is reconsidered, as there is no 
court which can reverse it. 

Taking the regular Republicans and adding 
to them those in favor of an income tax who 
believe that it does not belong in the tariff 
bill, there probably will be a majority at 
least for a proposition to lay the measure on 
the table temporarily, and this is likely to be 
overcome tomorrow. 

In regard to the tax on corporations 
through their dividends, there is also a two- 
fold opposition. In the first place, the income, 
taxers do not wish another source of prolific 
income to be taxed bechuse that would sound 
the death knell of their favorite measure 
until there was. once more a deficit in the 
treasury. They are not willing to accept the 
tax on corporations as a substitute, because 
they say it is a modified income tax which 
reaches only the corporations as corpora- 
tions, and which probably would not touch 
the men who have large incomes otherwise 
invested, but which the assessor seldom 


reaches, 


Small Corporations See Injury. 

Besides this there is a totally different 
source of opposition which the senators have 
begun to hear from. This comes from the 
large mercantile, manufacturing, and ship- 
ping combinations which have taken the cor- 
porate form merely as a convenience. They 
are telling the senators they would be taxed 
on their dividends, even if the corporation is 
a close one, and is frequently resorted to 
merely to reconcile and distribute family 
interests under deeds of trust. 

This class of corporations, of course, would 
have to pay a heavy tax, while the people 
doing an exactly similar business by means 
of the ordinary commercial firm system 
would escape: The result also would be, it is 
said, that a great many concerns now man- 
aged as corporations would reduce them- 
selves at once to partnerships, the distinction 
between the corporation and partnership 
being after all slight, although there fre- 
quentlyfis a convenience in operation and fn 
the distribution of liabilities under the cor- 
porate system which does not exist in a part- 
nership. 

This public and commercial objection to the 
tax on dividends is almost sufficient of itself 
to kill it, and, coupled with the opposition of 
the radical income taxers, a dis- 
pose of the proposition. , 


Inheritance Tax Last Resort. 

As to the Inheritance tax, that is one which 
never could be passed by congress unless 
there were a great demand for revenue. It 
went through the house in response to the 
personal request of President Taft, but there 
was an understanding at that time that it 
never would get through the senate, and the 
finance committee dropped it out altogether. 
It is doubtful if the house leaders insist on it 
strongly unless they have a special tip from 
the White house. 

On the other hand, a great many protests 
have come to the senators and representa- 
tives against the adoption of an inheritance 
tax as a meane of raising federal revenue. 
This system of taxation has been adopted by 
a great many states. Its successful adminis- 
tration can be accomplished only by codpera- 
tion with the probate courts, which are crea- 
tures of the states. 

The result would be that the states would 
get the cream of the revenue in any event, 
while the federal] tax would be a double impo- 
sition on the inheritance, which would be 
unfair, to say the least, for the people who 
were unfortunate enough to die with a lot of 
idle money on their hands which they could 
not take with them. 


Protests Show an Unfairness. 

MO6st of the protests which have come from 
the states take the form that, while the fed- 
eral government has the right to tax inher- 
itances if it sees fit, the field has been so 
largely preémpted by the states that it would 
be unfair for the federal government to re- 
sort to the same source of revenue except 
under the stress of extraordinary .need, in 
case of war or some similar emergency. 

For all these reasonsthe chances are about 
ten to one that there will be no tax on in- 
comes, ‘inheritances, or dividends and that 
the general government for the time being at 
least will have to rely for its revenue on the 
internal taxes now levied and on the duties to 
be placed on imports by the new tariff law.

William Lorimer will withhold the presenta- 
tion of his credentials as senator from IIli- 
nois until after the passage of the tariff 
bill. Just before the president.affixes his 
signature to that,measure, he will resign 
from the house be sworn in as United 
States senator. 

Continuing for Ahe present as a member of 


the house Mr. Lorimer will spend his time in° 


Iilinois attending to business and political 
matters until the senate finishes the bill, and 


'Ahen join Chairman Payne of the ways and 


means committee in putting through what- 
ever measure the conferees decide to adopt. 

‘‘In making the assertion that lam fora 
revision downward,” said Mr. Lorimer this 
afternoon, *‘I do not intend to convey the 
impression that I favor a single reduction 
that will serve to put an industry out of 
business. This may make it necessary for 
me to vote for a higher tariff on certain 
commodities, but those instances will not by 
any means shake my position as a down- 
ward revisionist.”’ 


Record Shows His Position. 

When asked as to what his line up would 
be in case he went into the senate now, 
whether with Senator Aldrich or with the in- 
surgent or progressive contingent, Mr. Lori- 
mer replied: 

**I think my voting record in the house 
during the last fourteen years vill show 
to any one who cares to glance over it juet 
where I would be likely to be found in the 
senate.”’ 

Mr. Lorimer asserted he would not change 
any votes he originally cast on the tariff 
bill in case he remained in the bouse. There 
was a three hour conference between Mr. 
Lorimer and Speaker Cannon this after- 
noon—in fact, the new Illinols senator ac- 
complished little else during the day. He did 
not call upon his prospective colleague in the 
senate, Senator Cullom, nor any of the 
leaders in that body. After the Cannon con- 
ference he announced he would see Senator 
Cullom and Senator Aldrich tomorrow, and 
then make a statement as to his future move- 
ments. 

“If it were left to my judgment alone,”’ 
said Mr. Lorimer, *‘ I would remain in the 
house. You will recall. that we had some 
close votes there on the various provisions 
of the tariff bill, and I understand that the 
senate Republicans have their safe majority 
for the bill well in hand. I shal! leave the 
matter largely to Speaker Cannon.” 


Will Keep Chicago Home. 

The speaker is known to be opposed to Mr 
Lorimer entering the senate until after the 
passage of the tariff bill, but he declines te 
make any statement until the senate leaders 
have spoken. 

Mr. Lorimer will not bring his family to 
Washington to live during the congressiona? 
sessions of his senatorial career. In fact, he 
has no apparent intention of ever having his 
household here with him until his children 
are educated.

Capt. P. D. O’Brien, chief of the Chicago 
detective bureau, at the afternoon session 
of the association, tried to tell the state's 
attorneys something about catching a crimi- 
nal, but what he really did was to “ roast ”’ 
Robert N. Holt. a former assistant state’s 
attorney of Cook county, who, it seems, 
had “rubbed it into ” the police department 
in a recent speech or interview: Capt. 
O'Brien had a few choice things to say about 
Mr. Holt. 

‘This man says, if he is correctly quoted,” 


said Capt. O’Brien, “ that the police are a. 


menace to society and that police officers 
are not to be believed on the witness stand. 
Well, this Mr. Holt used to be a state's attor- 
ney, and he was a sympathetic, fine man, 
but I’ve got a little story to tell about him 
that will give you a chance to judge what 
sort of a man he was.” Capt. O’Brien then 
telated some of his personal experiences 
With Mr. Holt which, he said, were not cal- 
culated to show that man up as a particu- 
larly sympathetic man. 

Capt. O’Brien also gave a description of 
the ‘‘sweatbox”’ as operated by the Chi- 
cago police department.

Streets of Ohio Town Unsafe 
After Bitter Dry Defeat. 


WETS GAIN INDIANA COUNTY. 


Comparative Tables Show Status of 
State on Liduor Question. 


Youngstown, O., June 9%.—Anti-saloon 
forces in Ohio suffered a bitter defeat today 
when Youngstown, with 80,000 inhabitants, 
and the remainder of Mahoning county voted 
in a special election to retain the saloons. 

The vote in the eighty-four city and county 
precincts was, wét;11,282; dry, 9,263. In the 
county where much was expected by the 
anti-saloon forces only 708 majority was se- 
cured. Only one ward in the city, the fourth, 
gave a dry majority. It went anti-saloon 
by 59 votes. 

Ten thousand persons packed themselves 
into the public square tonight and cheered 
bulletins showing the election returns. The 
principal streets were made unsafe by pro- 
cessions of automobiles running at high 
speed and filled with yelling men. Chief of 
Police McDowell ordered that all saloons be 
kept closed until tomorrow morning, and is 
keeping his entire force of eighty men on 
duty to prevent disorder.

Dr. Myers Gives Charges He Will 
‘Make Before Ministers. 


WILL ASK HIS RESIGNATION. 


University Professor Insists He Is a 
Good Baptist. 


The substance of the charges which the 
Rev. Johnston Myers will bring against Prof. 
George B. Foster at the meeting of the Bap- 
tist ministers’ conference next Monday waa 
given out last evening. These charges will 
be brought forward In three resolutions which 
will allege that the University of Chicago 
professor holds views at variance with those 
accepted by the Baptist church, and hence 
should sever his connection with the same. 

The first. resolution will advocate Prof. Fos- 
ter’s expulsion from the ministers’ confer- 
ence. The other two will ask him to resign 
from the Hyde Park Baptist church and from 
the ministry of the denomination. 


Form of the Charges. 

Im .the first resolution Prof. Foster's 
heterodoxy is based on his denial of the divin- 
ity of Christ and the statement, made in one 
of his books, that man made God, not God 
man. Because the author and theologian 
holds to these doctrines, Dr. Meyers calls him 
an atheist and. an-infidel. This resolution 
Dr. Myers says will pass, basing his assur- 
ance on opinions expressed by ministers last 
year. He says fhe has no definite promises 
from members of the conference who will at- 
tend next Monday. 

In urging the second and third resolutions, 
Dr. Myers will build on the first, arguing, 
furthermore, that Prof. Foster is not a Bap- 
tist because he preaches each week in a 
Unitarfan pulpit and because In his clase- 
room and in his writings tte afvacatas doc- 
trines consonant with Unitarian beliefs. 

‘My opinions of Prof. Foster for insisting 
he is a Baptist cannot be quoted too strong- 
Ay,’ said Dr: Myers, * The rumor that there 
J& news to me. 
His only supporters are on the University of 
Chicago faculty and they arefew. There is 
no doubt Prof. Foster will be expelled from 
the conference on Monday. As for the rec- 
ommendation to him that he resign from the 
Hyde Park church and from the ministry I 
cannot see that it will:do mueh practical 
good.”’ 


Foster to Make No Défense. 

For his part Prof. Foster believes the min- 
isters’ conference will not be so hostile to 
his views as to expel him. 

“TI shall make no defense, bécause’'l can- 
not see that one Is necessary,"’ he said. “I 
am. not much bothered about the talk-by Dr. 
Myers. I believe the majority of the mem- 
bers of the conference will see my views in 
the proper way and will not take exception 
to my retaining them. The idea that I am 
militant is ridiculous, and the ministers’ con- 
ference is a place for harmony, not for 
squabbles. 

“In spite of what Dr. Myers says I must 
insist that I am a Baptist and a true one. I 
am not sailing under false colors. How I 
can be made out an atheist and an infidel is 
more than I can understand. 

‘I intend to keep on preaching and teach- 
ing the same doctrines I have been advocat- 
ing. I have convinced the most advanced 
thinkers that I am still a Baptist, and that is 
all I seek todo. The others would do well to 
study more instead of acting as they do.”’ 


Says Church Allows Freedom. 


Prof. Foster maintains that the Baptist 
‘church allows freedom of expression ag the 
fundamental principle of.ite faith: He de- 
clares that he is only applying the benefit 
of Knowledge ‘Instead of accepting blind 
faith’ in the opinions in his book. As for 
preaching in a Unitarian church, Prof. Fos- 
ter says he is willing to preach in any church. 
He denies that his views are contrary to 
those of the Baptist union and that he is an 
enemy of the Baptist ministry, as charged 
by Dr. Myers. He also flatly repudiates the 
charge that he was expelled from the divinity 
department of the University of Chicago.

“KEEP OFF GRASS” SIGNS GO. 


Lincoln Declared Most Popular by 
President of Its Board. 


The pretensions of Chicago to having the 
largest park area of any city in the country 
were rudely shattered by Francis T. Sim- 
mons, president of the Lincoln park board, in 
an addrese on “‘ Lincoln Park, Its Ambitions. 
Ite Progress, and Its Effect Upon the City,” 
at a luncheon meeting of the Electric club 
in the Automobile club yesterday. 

In the same breath President Simmons de 
clared the city’s playground system was the 
greatest in the world and was being copied 
by European cities. Incidentally he an- 
nounced that all the “ Keep Off the Grass ” 
signs in Lincoln park had been removed for 
the benefit of the summer crowds. 

“ Chicago must realize that she is not so 
much,” said Mr. Simmons. “ She is the sec- 
ond largest city in the country, and yet in 
park area she ranks sixteenth.” 


Praises Playground System. 

The playground system is the most exem- 
plary, wholesome,-.and clean in the world. 
Even small towne have shown their faith 
in thie method of training children and have 
spent thousands of dollars for grounds sim- 
llar to ours. 

“I do not believe it is exaggerating to say 
that there were more men, women, and chil- 
dren in Lincoln park last Sunday than in all 
the. west and south parks» put together—and 
Ldincolm is the smallest of them all. With. 
the improvement of transportation facilities 
the attendance has increased wonderfully, 
and it is this swelling attendance that hag 
shown the need for greater park aree.”’ 

Mr. said Lincoln Park was free 
of politics, but is handicapped in its growte 
by the lack of funds. - 7 

Lincoln Park Most Popular. 

“Lincoln park, I feel safe in saying,” said 
Mr. Simmons, “is the most popuiar park in 
the city, and perhapsin the country, with the 
exception possibly of Brooklyn park.”’

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COMPLETES PLANS. 
| FOR SIN AI TEMPLE: 
Architect Submits Drawings 
"of Fine Edifice and Social 
Center Building. 


TWO WILL COST $350,000. 


Deal for Purchase of Site of the 
Structures May Be Completed 
Within a Few Days. 


Pians for the new temple of the Sinai Jew- 
ish congregation, presided over by Dr. Emil 
G. Hirsch, have been completed by Alfred 
8. Alschuler, the architect selected to draw 
them after a competitive test, Besides the 
temple proper there is to be a separate build- 
ing, called a social center. The cost of the 
two buildings will be $350,000. The construc- 
tion work will be started as soon as a site 
has been selected from the three or four that 
the church board has under consideration. 
It is expected that the deal for a site will be 
completed in a few days. 

The temple building, of Bedford stone of 
the renaissance type, will be 120 feet by 
150 feét and will have an auditorium which 
will seat 1,500. The lobby and the entrances 
to the big hall are to be arranged upon the 
plan of the: Chicago Auditorium, offering 
easy means of ingress and egress. - There 
will be four stairways into the lower part of 
the main flodr of the anditorium and four 
leading to the upper part. The floor will be 
entirely clear of «cltumns. The balcony 
seats will be arranged amphitheater style 
and will accommodate 600 persons. None of 
the seats in the auditorium will be more than 
eighty feet from the speaker’s platform. A 
passageway six feet wide, back of the plat- 
form, is designed to prevent the noises of 
the street from annoying the congregation. 
A chotr room and a pastor’s study will.flank 
the rear part of the platform. A large pipe 
organ will be installed in the auditorium. 


Beautiful Lighting Effect. 

A pretentious lighting effect is to be ar- 
ranged, all the electric light bulbs being 
concealed. 

The social center building, 70 feet by 125 
feet, is to be alongside the temple, with a 
connecting passageway to the main build- 
ing. It will contain three stories and a base- 
ment and will be of a similar style of archi- 
tecture to the temple. It is to be constructed 
of gray Roman brick, stone trimmed. The 
first floor will contain an assembly room to 
accommodate 700 persons, besides small 
rooms for men and women’s clubs, a wom- 
en's parlor, a library, a domestic scjence de- 
partment, and a smal! stage. The office for 
the control of the building also will be on 
this floor. 

The second floor will be given over t 
schoolrooms. There will be seven, having 
accommodations for 350 persons. Also there 
will be on this floor large cloak and‘ toilet 


rooms. 
Gymnastum on Third Floor. 

A thoroughly modern gymnasium will oc- 
cupy the third floor. Besides a running 
track of twenty laps to the mile there will be 
commodious shower baths, lockers, and 
dressing rooms for boys and girls. A pri- 
vate stairway will lead from the gymnasium 
to the basement. The living rooms of the

: Errors Found in Bills. 

The governor aiso signed the revenue bill, 
which provides for the raising of $5,100,000 
annually by taxation for state purposes and 
$1,000,000 for the state school fund. He aiso 
signed the bill which appropriates tothe Uni- 
versity of Illinois the money distributed to 
Illinois under the act of congress setting 
aside a part of the proceeds from the sale of 
public lands for the better endowment of ag- 
ricultural] schools. 

A number of clerical errors are being found 
in the bills.

CLEARS CHICAGO BEACH TITLE 


Frank H. Jones Buys Hotel for 
$200,000 at Foreclosure Sale. 


NO CHANGE IN MANAGEMENT, 


Lake Shore Hostelry Wil! Be Conduct- 
ed Same as at Present. 


The Chicago Beach hotel property was 
purchased yesterday by Frank H. Jones for 
$200,000 cash at a sale held by Master in 
Chancery George T. Kelly in pursuance to a 
foreclostre decree entered by Judge Ball on 
May-10 last. 

“The sale was made merely to clear up 
the title of the property,” said Isaac Mayer, 
attorney for the creditor mortgage holders. 
“I wish the fact to be emphasized that the 
litigation into way directly or remotely af- 
fects the management of the hotel. The 
property is under lease, and.R. M. Gray will 
continue to be the manager.”’ 

In 1892 James Morgan gave a ninety-nine 
year lease of the land on which the hotel 
stands to Nelson C. Chapman and Clement 
L. Eaton with the pfovision that. a modern 
hotel be built on the site before June 
1, 1808. The hotel was %uiit at a cost of 
$800,000, and was opened during tie world’s 
fair. In January, 1893, the Chicago Hotel 
company, which had been organized to build 
and equip the structure, issued $250,000 first 
mortgage bonds. It was tnable to realize 
funds enough properly to equip and furnish 
the hotel, and in August, 1803, the company 
went into the hands of the Equitable Trust 
company as receiver. 

After a reorganization a new issue of 
$400,000 in bonds was put out. In a few 
years the company fell behind In the pay- 
ment of ground rent, taxes, insurance, and 
bond interest. A second reorganization was 
effected and a commission consisting of DB. 
A. Potter, John C. Hately, and James H. 
Gormley was appointed to take charge of the 
hotel ‘company’s affairs. All except $10,000 
of both bond issues was deposited with the 
commission. 

Legal proceedings to clear up the title to 
the property and‘free it from the mortgages 
were begun about ten years ago. To carry 
out the plans of the commission a foreclosure 
suit was brought. Under the court decree 
the hotel compahy was to pay $420,526, the 
amount due-‘en the first mortgage bonds, 
including interest. A large portion of the 
bonds were deposited in 1893 with the Equi- 
table Trust company) as collateral security 
for the second bond’ issue of $400,000. The 
total amount that the company owed, ac- 
cording to the court decree, was $729,250. 
The difference between the total indebted- 
ness and the sale price of $200,000 representa 
the loss to the bond holders. 
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INCITE PARISIANS TO RIDICULE

Socialist Newspapers Make Capital Out 
of Ostentation and Style Woman’s 
Action Admission of Scandal. 


PARIS, June 9.—The Socialist newspapers, 
under the leadership of L’Humanite, are 
conducting a campaign against the late M.

All this has 
caused expressions of anger and ridicule. 

Chauchard left $200,000 to be divided among 
the 5,200 employés of his store, while the 
$40,000 he left to the poor of the city wil!

CLEANING THE STREETS. 

Street cleaning is one of the duties of 
a modern _ municipal government, 
nearly every citizen thinks it should be 
attended to. Chicago does not begin to 
have money enough to clean its streets, 
and their dirty condition provokes fre 
quent comment and complaint, Matters 
woukl be even worse than they are if it 
were not that here and there local im- 
provement associations, supported by pri- 
vate contributions, take over a little of 
the city’s werk. The suggestion is now 
made that these associations ‘and the mu- 
nicipal government. should work together 
in this matter of street cleaning and en- 
deavor to do something for every ward in 
the city. 

The idea is an admirable one. If per- 
fect coiperation could be secured bet- 
ter results could be secured with the 
money the city could afford ta spend and 
that contributed by public spirited citi- 
zens. It would be possible to do some- 
thing for some wards which have the 
greatest need of clean streets but which 
seldom have them. One of the results 
of cordial cojperation might be an in- 
crease in the volume of private subscrip- 
tions on one side and greater efficiency 
in the municipal street cleaning service 
on the other. 

The neighborhood improvement asso- 
ciations are ready to cotperate with the 
city government. The question is whether 
it—or, rather, the street cleaning bureau 
—can be persuaded to coéperate whole 
heartedly with them. The charge is open- 
ly made thag Doherty, the head of the 
bureau, dislikes the improvement asso- 
ciations and would not let them .aid the 
city if he could help it. That is not to 
be wondered at. The people cannot avoid 
seeing the difference between their effi- 
cient work and his shiftless methods. A 
most effective step towards better street 
cleaning would be his removal, but it 
seems impossible to bring that about. 

This plan of a semi-official commission 
representing every ward to coiperate with 
the city administration in the cleaning 
of streets and alleys has much to com: 
mend it, If it were to have the cordial 
support of the mayor and commissioner 
of public works, Doherty’s inevitable hos- 
tility might not do so much @arm.. The 
city has not the money to clean the 
streets and there is no telling when it 
will have the money. Hence it is the

There 
is also a sad story of an arranged auto- 
mobile breakdown which necessitated the 
Chicago players walking so far that they 
were not in good form. On the other 
hand, St. Louis comes back with a digni- 
fied denial. ‘“‘ Them guys are nutty,” says 
Delegate Priesmeyer, and he offers to 
back up his refutation with physical force 
if necessary. ! 

Chicago aldermen should not take this 
attitude of reseniti@nt. It is not gener- 
ous or sportsmanlike. If they were cheat- 
ed they should not let their constituents 
know how’ much smarter the St. Louis 
fellows are. Nothing is gained by making 
charges of aldermanic fraud. The en- 
tente cordiale’ betweén the two cities 
should not be disturbed for such trivia] 
causes. We should dwell in peace with 
Hil mankind and have nothing but love 
and amity for our immediate neighbors. 
St. Louis says it did not pocket the pro- 
ceeds of last year’s game, but spent it 
in pure milk, for which the city is famous. 
The explanation is sufficient. Let it go 
at that. ;

It 
is known that, if anything, he is conserva~ 
tive to the point of Toryism. Yet the only 
previous occasion on which he came into the 
public eye in connection with political af- 
fairs was when the em personally re- 
quested him to use his influence to arrest the 
opposition of the Hungarian y to 
the law of civil marriage that had been voted 
by the lower house. He accomplished this 
by personal suasion, having never yet made, 
any speech at the table of magnates, as the \ 
Hungarian house of lords at Budapest is 
styled.

Now, after these many years, he has once 
more come te the front; again, it is under- 
stood, in compliance with an urgent request 
on the part of his aged emperor and of the 
heir apparent, with whom he is intimate. 
After seeing both the emperor and Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand at Vienna on several oc- 
casions, he left far Budapest, and there held 
long interviews with Kossuth, the minister 
of commerce and national leader, with whom 
he had but little personal acquaintance; with 
Premier Wekerle, and with Count Julius Ah- 
drassy, son of the former chancellor of the 
dual empire, and who still, in spite of his 
gray beard, rejoices among the aristocracy 
in his boyhood nickname of “ Duczi.”’ 

Thereupon Count Festetics returned to 
Vienna and again saw both the emperor and 
the archduke at length. Whether these ef- 
forts on the part of Count Tassilo Festetics 
to bring about an understanding between 
the Hungarian leaders and ministers on the 
one hand and the emperor and archduke on 
the other will be crowned with success re- 
mains to be seep. But the fact that the inter- 
vention of the count should have been invited 
shows how anxious the aged sovereign is to 
come to some sort of an understanding with 
his Magyar subjects. 

It is significant that shortly after the de- 
parture of Tassilo Festetics from Budapest, 
the Pesti Nhpoli, the organ of the Nationalist 
party, of whom Kossuth is the leader, should 
have printed an article explaining briefly the 
views of Archduke Francis Ferdinand to- 
wards Hungary. It is stated by the paper 
that it has ‘‘the highest and most distin- 
guished authority" for giving publicity to 
the statement, leaving it to be understood 
that it was furnished by the archduke him- 
self through Count Feestetics to Kossuth and 
the other Magyar leaders. 

The archduke is asserted therein to be in 
no sense a champion of trialism, that is to 
say, of the restoration of the ancient king- 
dom of Bohemia, on the me autonomical 
basis as that of Hungary. This had been 
repeatedly imputed to him, but wrongly so. 
What he champions is dualism, and he is 
anxious that Austria should retain its Ger- 
man hegemony and Hungary its Magyar 
hegemony, but these should not be any 
further developed, and everything should be 
done to retain the bonds of union between 
the two halves of the empire, especially in 
military and economic matters, so that the 
dual empire, united, may retain its place as 
one of the most important great powers in 
the concert of Europe, If he objects to any 
further nationalist concessions to Hungary, 
especially in military or eegnomic matters, 
it Is because he believes that it would have 
the effect of developing the Nationalist aspi- 
rations of the other races, especially of the 
Slav element, which by reason of its numer- 
ical importance would be likely to obtain the 
upper hand over the Magyars. He approves 
of the idea that the Hungarian nation should 
enjoy all possibile augonomy in purely home 
matters, but is absolutely opposed, even for 
Hungary's own sake, to any military or eco- 
nomic measure of a Nationalist character | 
calculated to diminish Magyar ties with Aus- 
tria, and to encourage the Nationalist aspira- 
tions of the other races of the dual empire.

This is a weighty and statesmanilike pro- 
nouncement. \It may not please the Czechs 
in Bohemia, who have been dreaming that 
the archduke would restore the kingdom of 
Wenzeslaus, and it will certainly offend the 
Slavs. But it may prove useful in bringing 
about an understanding between Austria and 
Hungary, first of all, by convincing the Mag- 
yara that their future ruler has no intention 
of sacrificing their interests to the Czechs 
and has no preference for the latter; second- 
ly, that he is bent on. maintaining unim- 
paired all their present rights and preroga- 
tives; and, thirdly, by bringing home to them 
the important fact that by carrying their own 
Nationalist aspirations to extremes they are 
encouraging the Nationalist ambitions of the 
Slavs to an extent that°'may prove fata) to 
their present supremacy in the trans-Leithan 
portion of the dual empire. 

If Count Tassilo Festetics has thus suc- 
ceeded in placing his future sovereign in an 
advantageous and popular light before the 
people of Hungary and diminished the preju- 
dice against him, based upon the belief that 
Magyars are distasteful to him; if in one 
word Tassilo Festetics has managed to bring 
his fellow Hungarians to their senses and to 
an understanding with the Austrian crown 
and government, both portions of the dual 
empire will owe him a deep debt of gratitude, 
and the question will then arise as to whether 
the turf is not a better school of diplomacy 
and statesmanship than the forum, for while 
Tassilo Festetics has held himself aloof from 
politics, he has given most of his leisure to 
horse breeding and horse racing. He is easi- 
ly the principal figure on the turf not only 
of Austria-Hungary but of all continental 
Europe, and his colors, the gold yellow jacket 
with the blue velvet cap. are known on every 
Europeon race course. He is one the half 
dozen foreign members of the English Jockey 
club, and belongs likewise to the jockey 
clubs of Paris and Vienna, ;

The strike of egg inspectors was settled 
vesterday. As a result persons who are fond 
of eggs for breakfast now may eat them 
without fear of being served with ‘* current 
receipts,’ “ spots,’’ and other suspicious va- 
rieties of uninepected eggs, Of the 850 in- 
spectors who went on strike more than a 
week ago nearly 200 have returned to work 
for commission merchants who signed indi- 
vidual agreements with the union, and the 
others will return to work this morning, 

The settlement was made at a meeting be- 
tween a committee of the Egg Inspectors’ 
union and a committee of the Wholesale 
Fruit and Produce association held at the 
Chicago butter and egg board. Any the de- 
mands of the strikers were granted 

The men will receive 38 cents an hour from 
May 1 to Oct. 31 and 30 cents an hour the re- 
maining six months of the year. It was left 
optional with them to take Saturday after- 
noons off during the 33 cents an hour period 
or work and receive the extra compensation. 
This was the point on which the demands of 
the strikers hinged. <The net gain to the men 
is a decrease in the number of the hours of 
work from sixty to fifty-five a week during 
six months of the year with the scale of 
wages remaining the same.

For export ouly small ‘ts 
have been taken. 

“In the cast iron pipe trade the only large 
order in sight is that for about 14,000 tons of 
pipe and 1,700 tons of speciais for the New 
York high pressure service, on which bids 
are being opened today. The industry is 
suffering from an excessive capacity and oc- 
casionally low prices keep cropping up.”’

L. A. Goddard in Address at Peoria Also 
Decries Postal Savings System—Of- 
ficers Are Chosen.

Arrest if They Violate ‘be Judged from the description of how these 
os journeys were made, as recited by witnesses 
who participated in the smuggling. As many 
as four Chinamen were packed into a space 
six feet long, three feet wide, and only a 
foot or eighteen inches high, on top of an 
ice chest in the kitchens of the dining cars. 

One or two would be stuffed into the “ pan- 
try,” an open space over the lockers where 
the crew kept their garments and bedding, 
about six feet long and not more than 4 
foot wide. They were covere? with a table 
cloth and not allowed to move or make @ 
sound except for a few hours at night, when 
they had the freedom of the kitchen. For 
nearly two days they traveled in this 
cramped position before being taken from 
the train by the agent of the smugglers at 
Joliet. 

These facts and many more were revealed 
by witnesses yesterday when the govern- 
ment opened the trial of the case against Bob 
Leung, a wealthy Chinese merchant of El 
Paso, Tex., and José Para and Carlos 
Sevedra, two Mexicans, all charged with 
smuggling Chinese into the United States. 


Three Men Await Sentence. 

Robert W. Stephenson, W. H. Clark, and 
John Hatzell, indicted on the same charge, 
have pleaded guilty and are awaiting sen- 
tence by Judge Landis. Chin Yen Quai and 
Sam Wah, well known Chicago Chinamen, 
who also were indicted, have failed to appear 
for trial, and their bonds have been ordered 
forfeited by Judge Landis. 

Assistant. District Attorney Shirer, who is 
in charge of this case. believes these China- 
men have fied either to San Francisco or 
Texas, and the government secret agents 
have been instructed to make a thorough 
search for them.
